Commodore Vanderbilt is a conspicu ­ 
ou s example of the produ ct and possi­ 
bilities of ou r free and clastic condi­ 
tions. 
His father was a small farmer 
with a largo family, and it became nec­ 
essary for tin* sou to look ou t tor him ­ 
self when w ry you ng. 
Ordinarily his 
career wou ld have been to work on u n­ 
til he cou ld tak e a littI 
self, ru n in debt for it 
his life in the effort 
mortgage. 
Bu t bo k new of some and 
read of many who from tin* same begin­ 
nings had bo ’ome su ccessfu l in bu si­ 
ness. 
He was health \ and strong. 
I Lis 
1 mother had continu ed him in good habits 
! and principles, lh* had little edu cation, 
' bu t a marvelou sly clear bond and sou nd 
; ju dgment. At 1 u >, borrowing y 100 from 
his mother, lie began the battle of life, 
and he died th* 
richest man in the 
j world, with the repu tation of having 
made more money than was ever before 
| accu mu lated in a single life. 
He had 
| an exhau stless capital of cou rage and 
j common sons**. 
His motto was simple 
j and straight forward, lik e every act in 
' the wonderfu l drama of which lie was 
I the chief actor. "W hat other men have 
j done 1 can do” was the mainspring of 
! his exertions. 
| 
The qu alities which mak e a great 
| writer or orator or statesman are easily 
recognized. 
The world k nows the ele­ 
ments of mind and character which 
made Hannibal the ablest of generals, 
(Aesar the greatest of conqu erors and 
ru lers, Cromwell chief of reformers and 
Washington first among patriots. 
A u ­ 
thors reveal themselves in their work s 
The contemporaries of a su ccessfu l man 
of affairs never tire of discu ssing the 
qu estion whether his rise is du e to good 
lu ck or good ju dgment. 
The destru c- 


nu es, th* .--one opportu nities 
which he 
had hef< r<- him w**re equ ally 
before ev 
cry other man. The k eenest 
competition 
and rh<* earnest rivalry of 
able and am ­ 
bitiou s opponents met him 
at every step 
in his career. 
Wary adversaries were 
watching for weak ness in his schemes 
or a failu re of his plans. 
Each day re­ 
newed an old fight or began a new one. 
He was often checked, sometimes forced 
to retreat and take another position, 
but he was never defeated. 
He u lti­ 
mately remained master of the field and 
pushed straightforward to the accom­ 
plishment of his pu rposes. 
He was not 
the creation of lu ck nor chance nor cir­ 
cumstances. 
More TIihii a Money M a ker. 
It is not ju st to ju dge men by arbitra­ 
ry standards. A few broad ru les are ap­ 
plicable to all, and after that there mu st 
be great liberality. 
The preacher, the 
teacher, the politician, the professional 
man, tin* soldier, the man of bu siness** 
may each think the ofin r to have lived 
a narrow or u seless life. 
We mu st esti 
mate the career and work of Corneliu s 
are 
mu ch 
more than a mere money,mak er. He de­ 
lighted in money mak ing, bu t, lik e all 
masterfu l men, he loved power. He said 
to m*-, "1 sometimes do a foolish thing, 
k nowing it is foolish, ju st to prove that 
J can mak e even a foolish movement 
su ccessfu l. ” 
He invested his $100 in a little sail­ 
boat or periagu a to carry passengers be­ 
tween Staten Island and New York on 
a farsighted ju dgm ent that there was a 
pu blic demand for better service be­ 
tween these points. It was this instinct 
or insight which made him resistless in 
competitive bu siness. 
Old and experi­ 
enced masters of transportation had con­ 
trolled the steamboat traffic of the Hu d­ 
son river and Long Island sou nd for 
years, bu t in a short time, thou gh he 
had less capital, he drove them ' off 
these waters. 
He saw far in advance 
of his time the resu lts which cou ld be 
obtained from ocean steamers. There 
were prosperou s lines plying between 
New York and the isthmu s of Panama 
and the isthmu s and the Pacific ports. 
Their managers were conservative, old 
fashioned, old fogy and rich. They look ­ 
ed with amu sement and amazement at 
this adventu rer in their domain who 
singly and alone boldly challenged their 
su premacy. 
Thirty years afterward I 
heard an old merchant lam enting that 
the commodore forced his company to 
sellou t to him its Atlantic line and 
pay him two-thirds the profits on tin? 
Pacific to k « *ep off that ocean. 
llis*n- 
try into th** railway world was the re­ 
su lt. of tin* same foresight and wisdom. 
His mind was lik e a rifle barrel. It car­ 
ried thou ght straight to the mark .

and the pros­ 
perity of commu nities and individu als. 
The commodore had given little a t­ 
tention to inland transportations. 
The 
roads acquired reached Chicago over 
many connecting lines. 
Each hail its 
policy, the interests of its managers, its 
fight for arbitraries and its methods of 
business, and the overcharged and buf­ 
feted public were enduring endless ex­ 
penses and inconveniences. 
II in ItUHinc*** Met hods, 
It is easy to see the logical processes 
by which most men arrive at conclu­ 
sions. 
They consult trusted advisers, 
they seek light from every source, and 
the mosaic of their judgment can be ac­ 
cu rately traced. This reticent. « *lf re­ 
liant and bold operator 
seemed to jump 
at conclu sions by intu ition as women 
are alleged to do Intim ate friends rare­ 
ly k new bis intentions, and no one ever 
beard him give any reasons for his 
plans. Sententiou s aphorisms condensed 
Ids opinions. 
He refu sed larger salary 
from Gibbons, the steamboat magnate 
»if his early career, saying, “ If I am 
worth that to another man, 
I mu st b< 
worth a good deal more to m yself.” 
His son-in-law, Horace F. Clark , was a 
very brilliant and able lawyer, bu t spec­ 
u lative and erratic in bu siness. 
1 heard 
friends plead for hou rs with the com­ 
modore that Clark might he restored to 
fu ll confidence and share in the vast en­ 
terprises then projected. “ Smartest fel­ 
low I ever k new, bu t a cog loose in his 
m achinery,” was the only reply of this 
inexorable relative. 
“ Fools can mak e 
money, bu t only wise men can k eep i t,” 
was one of his maxims, and eight ou t 
of every ten of his millionaire contem­ 
poraries and intim ates became bank ru pt. 
In the old days of leadership in 
finance and specu lation Wall street al­ 
ways had a recognized k ing. 
He had a 
large following, and his sway was daily 
dispu ted. 
After innu merable victories 
and the ru in of thou sands of individu ­ 
als and combinations he was dethroned 
and bank ru pted in some wild panic. 
His su ccessor wou ld tak e the perilou s 
place, to pu rsu e the same career and 
meet a lik e fate. Bu t in Mr. Vanderbilt 
this center of 
tin* risk s and valu es of 
the continent fou nd a master whose re­ 
sou rces were great and whose ju dgm ent 
was u nerring. It was equ ally dangerou s 
to follow or tight him on accou nt of the 
rapidity with which lie changed his pol­ 
icy as he saw before others did the 
i gathering storm or the rainbow of pros­ 
perity. 
“ W all street owes me $1,000,- 
000 a year,” I heard him say, and u ntil

divert him from it u ntil a decision was 
reached. II** never dou bted that verdict 
or revealed it, I u t acted u pon it with 
lightninglik e rapidity. 
He thu s fou nd 
millions where others had lost them. 
The development of American r b i­ 
way systems has produ ced manv strong 
men, bu t their operations had been gen­ 
erally disastrou s to their stock holders 
and bondholders. 
They were at that 
time honeycombed with parasites, while 
freight and passenger agents exercised 
an arbitrary power and petty tyranny 
toward individu als and localities to 
which most of the su bsequ ent, pu blic 
animosity against railroads and railroad 
men is du e. 
They brok e connections on 
the whim of gn offended officer and (’lit 
eqeh other’s throats to gratify the spite 
of a traffic manager. 
H a llw a y Chao« W a s Hi* O pportunity. 
The commodore made u p 1 iis mind 
that railway transportation was to bo 
the leading bu siness of the fu tu re; that 
there was no limit to its expansion, and 
that u nder bu siness management and 
with bu siness methods railroad stock s 
were t lie best investment in the cou n­ 
try. 
He k new that railway chaos was 
his opportu nity. 
The stock of the Har­ 
lem railroad was a football in Wall 
street at from $6 to $•*> a share, its bonds 
were discredited, its equ ipment was u nlit 
for the service and its roadbed u nsafe. 
< api t a list s had dismissed it from their 
calcu lations as a worthless and hoprless 
property. It fou nd in the man of steam- 
boats and steamships its regon*Tu tor, 
lie k new the people and believed that 
the same feelings moved them on land 
as on water. 
Speed i> the llrst demand 
of the American, with safety, if possi­ 
ble, thou gh lie will risk mu ch to go on 
the fastest line. 
Wall street believed til** $11,000,000 
the commodore spent on tho road thrown 
away. 
It gave tit** company new ears 
end locomotives, a sate and stable way 
and regu lar and rapid train service. 
It 
illu strated Mr. Vanderbilt's geniu s in 
hi» chosen field of competition. 
The 
Hu dson River and Harlem roads both 
ran from New York to Albany. 
The 
first, which had not k nown of tin* ex­ 
istence of tin latter, now felt the effects 
of its k een and dangerou s rivalry. 
In 
less than two years the stock holders of 
the Hu dson line were begging lnm to 
tak e their road. 
This h** did at abou t 
$30 a share. 
Railway traffic had fou nd 
a new and original master. 
Qu ick er 
time and better facilities attracted pas­ 
sengers and freight from the west to 
the Atlantic seaboard, from the sou th­ 
ern rou tes and ports to New 
York . 
They drew from tin* water lines. 
With 
lower fares and rates to the pu blic the 
volu me of new bu siness soon brou ght 
these bank ru pt properties into the best 
paying investments in theeou ntry. The 
commodore made millions and the other 
stock holders shared according to their 
holdings. 
The pu blic received better 
service at low* r prices and New York a 
new impetu s in its trade.

was a man of broad cu ltu re, the highest 
social position and moderate fortu ne. 
It was a glittering offer and carried 
w ith it the prospect of rare opportu ni­ 
ties for mak ing money 
This gentleman 
declined on the grou nd that he had 
su fficient for Ins needs and tastes and 
tha t riches did not tempt him from his 
farm, his cattle, his horses, his book s 
and his life of restfu l work and u nvexed 
liberty. When I reported the answer to 
the commodore and his amazed asso­ 
ciates, lu * said, “ The only man of sense 
in the cou ntry.” Long after all these 
men of vast cares and acu te worries 
were dead my friend, then vigorou s in 
the nineties, gleefu lly recalled lu s in 
vestment in life rather than wealth 


A P erso n a l I n cid e n t. 
I had k nown the commodore well for 
several years, and one day he su ddenly 
ask ed if he cou ld retain me as attorney 
and cou nsel. 
I had been appointed and 
confirmed United 
States minister t*» 
Japan, a position of power and prom i­ 
nence becau se *>f flit* opening of that 
cou ntry to civilization. “ No fu tu re in 
polities," be said 
“ Railroad’s the ca­

'l’he commodore* qu ick ly 
decided and n» su ddenly ex* eu teii a \a>t 
scheme of consolidation 
The echoes i 
that controversy still resou nd. The peo 
pie were wild, first with panic, thei. 
rage and then a determination to cheek 
or destroy the power from which su ch 
dire resu lts were fear** 1. 
The agitation 
threatened to ru m the commodore s for 
tu ne, bu t his movements were too rapid 
for legislatu res or cou rts. 
For many 
years the fiction of concentrated wealth 
controlling congresses and cou rts and, 
grinding the people u nder the wheels of 
a remorseless ju ggernau t eased the la 
bors of the mak ers of political plat­ 
forms, formed ready copy for emergeiu 
space in tho newspapers and tired tin 
imagination and frenzied tin* speech of 
professional agitators. The fact- that th* 
great redu ction m expenses enabled th< 
consolidated companies to fu rnish great 
er facilities at large redu ctions in the 
rates prevented hostile legislation cu l 
m inu ting m the restoration of the ole1, 
methods. 
The ablest and most eloqu ent of ihost 
who denou nced this alleged monopoly

Vanderbilt saw

The su premacy of the Empire 
State and its metropolitan city was 
threatened 
In the near future the natu­ 
ral advantages of New York would have 
been overcome and its trade diverted. 
The public authorities and the people 
of Baltimore and Philadelphia vigorous­ 
ly and loyally made common cause with 
their railroads. 
New York, as always, 
confident and serene, was indifferent. 
The subject was of sufficient importance 
for the national government to act. 
Its 
settlement should not have been in the 
hands of individuals or corporations, 
hut railway development had outstrip­ 
ped popular apprehension of its power 
or perils. 
There was no conception of 
any form of governmental supervision 
or control 
A G rea t V ictory. 
The course of the great east and west 
lines was in the hands of three men— 
Commodore 
Vanderbilt, 
Thomas 
A 
Scott, president of the Pennsylvania, 
and John 
W Garrett, president ol the 
Baltimore and Ohio. 
The commodore 
demanded equ al rates to all ei u - <>n 
the Atlantic seaboard and pu t- the de­ 
cision into effect 
Th re is no greater 
fallacy than the popu lar idea that rail­ 
road wars benefit t Lie pu blic 
ft is tru e 
that rates and fares go to very low fig­ 
u res, bu t they are wildly Hu etratiu u 
figu res, while stability and pu blicity of 
charges are tin- life of legitimate bu si­ 
ness. 
This war made fortu nes for those 
who cou ld tak e advantage of these daily 
changing prices for the carriage of their 
produ cts and 
bank ru pted those who 
cou ld not. 
Ir stimu lated into feverish 
and u nhealthy activity a few towns at 
competitive points and dried u p the in­ 
du stries and resou rces of nu mberless 
cities and villages on sidelines or local­ 
ly isolated. 
It was felt in every farm ­ 
hou se* and factory between Chicago and 
S t Lou is and the A tlantic ocean. 
It 
demoralized Wall street and impover­ 
ished investors. The commodore’s losses 
were immense, bu t he saw that u nless 
the percentages were redu ced New YTork 
was doomed as the commercial and 
financial center of the cou ntry, and New 
York 's chief railway, in which he had 
invested fortu ne and repu tation, wou ld 
lose its principal revenu es. The victory 
was su bstantial and permanent, and 20 
years have ju stified the statesmanship 
and wisdom of the policy. 
The changing views of people toward 
the concentration of great wealth in tho 
individu al or corporation or tru st are 
the most interesting of the evolu tions 
cau sed by the increasing complexity of 
ou r civilization and the ever weak ening 
tou ch, acqu aintance and sympathy in 
crowded commu nities. 
The disappear­ 
ance of the neighborliness of the old 
village and ru ral life of the colonial 
peried and the early days of the repu b­ 
lic a re ou r present danger and fu tu re 
peril. 
W hile bu ilding ou r state we were 
hero worshipers. At first ou r idols were 
W ashington and his compatriots, then 
the giants in the senate and party lead 
(TS—Webster, (-lay and Calhou n—and 
finally the captains of indu stry. 
Com 
m u n i t i e s praised and petted and pitted 
their capitalists against each otiier u s 
we now do th*'champions of the ball 
field or the oar 
The racing of the 
steamboats of these rival millionaires 
drew whole popu lations to the river 
bank s, who divided into eager and bit­ 
ter partisans of their favorites. Commo­ 
dore 
Vanderbilt and 
Daniel 
Drew, 
Thomas A heott and John W Garrett 
had the cordial su pport and enthu siastic 
admiral ion u t their several com m u ni­ 
ties 
R e g u l a t i o n o f i'ori>« mitioisH. 
I’his feeling was rapidly reversed as 
the corporation was su bstitu ted for the 
iu divi u al 
After years of controversy, 
of hostile legislation, of corporate abu ses 
and their correct ion, both by law au ii 
by investors, the necessity for the com 
binatiou *>i the capital of the many in­ 
to the corporation to carry on enter­ 
prises involving vast su ms 
to bu ild 
and operate was recognized, and the 
tomporu te ju dgment of the time has ac­ 
cepted tlie situ ation by placing corpora­ 
tions u nder proper governmental su per­ 
vision and control 
Admiration for self 
made nu n of great riches has tu rned to 
deep distru st of accu mu lated wealth, 
and yet the nu mber of su ch people is 
mm so large that it wou ld be impossi­

One o f the mo st po werfu l men o f his 
time o nce said to me, “ I hav e do ne my 
best to keep tho se abo u t me frtr : g< t- 
ting mu ch mo ney , bu t if they h; i no t 
go t rich in spite o f me they co md no t 
hav ** staid with me." 


He So ught stro n g Men. 
These co mmo n qu alities o f the rich 
had many mo dificatio ns with a self re­ 
liant and o riginal geniu s like Co mmo ­ 
do re \ anderbilt. As the railway sy stem 
u nder his co ntro l ex panded he so u ght 
the assistance and asso ciatio n o f stro ng 
men fro m many departments o f activ ity . 
He drew into his v ario u s co mpanies a 
remarkable bo dy o f able and su ccessfu l 
directo rs and managers. He was a keen 
ju dge o f hu man natu re and his co ld 
brilliant, black ey es lo o ked o v er and 
thro u gh men as they did ho rses. 
He 
was merciless to inco mpetence o r inefti 
ciency and tested to the u tmo st the 
po wers o f tho se who sho wed capacity 
bu t larger tru sts, co mpensatio n and po 
sitio n fo llo wed demo nstrated ability . 
He nev er co mplimented o r apparently 
saw the o fficer who was mo re than do ­ 
ing his du ty , bu t su ddenly lifted him 
o v er the heads o f the plain plo dders. He 
gav e the largest liberty to president o r 
manager and paid little attentio n to de­ 
tails o r the inner wo rking o f the o rgani­ 
zatio n. If the resu lts were satisfacto ry , 
the go ssip and ano ny mo u s attacks which 
are alway s seeking to u ndermine and 
destro y an ex ecu tiv e o fficer had no o ther 
influ ence with Mr. Vanderbilt than to 
strengthen that o fficial. 
It canno t bo 
said o f any o ne that his serv ices are in 
dispensable. If su ch were the case, the 
mechanism o f bu siness might sto p, bu t 
in the management o f great co rpo ratio ns 
who se inco me, gro ss and net, is depend­ 
ent u po n po pu larity , harmo nio u s rela 
tio ns with pu blic o fficials and bo dies, 
the friendship o f co nnecting lines, the 
av o idance o f ho stilities with co mpeti­ 
tiv e co mpanies and the adju stment o f 
ex penses to the mo st rigid eco no my 
co mpatible with the highest efficiency , 
there is easily a difference o f millio ns o f 
do llars in the y early resu lts as between 
an o rdinary o fficial and o ne o f first class 
ex ecu tiv e mind. 
Tho u gh prev io u s ex ­ 
perience had accu sto med him to lo w 
salaried o fficials, he was the first to 
grasp the fact that co mpensatio n, ho w­ 
ev er great, was co mparativ ely small if 
it drew into the serv ice the men capable 
o f wisely handling his railro ads. 
Only an iro n co nstitu tio n co u ld hav e 
su rv iv ed the ceaseless activ ity and sleep­ 
less wo rk o f the co mmo do re u ntil he 
had wo n his fo rtu ne. ()nly an equ ipo ised 
and self mastered philo so pher co u ld 
hav e afterward adju sted to su ch rigid 
ru les labo r and refreshment, bu siness 
and recreatio n. 
Almo st all who hav e 
been spared to the psalmist’s limit o f 
threesco re and ten retire and v egetate, 
o r, if they embark in new v entu res, find 
their ju dgments impaired and so o n lo se 
the accu mu latio ns o f a lifetime. 
The 
co mmo do re disco v ered that o nly tho se 
who had reso u rces in many fields o f 
easy and co ngenial o ccu patio n can safe 
ly change the habits o f a lifetime. 
The mo st ex trao rdinary thing co n 
nected with the career o f this remarka 
ble man is that his best wo rk and great 
est achiev ements were acco mplished 
after he had passed 7 0. 
He was wo rth 
abo u t $20,000,000 when he had ro u nded 
the life line o f the Scriptu re, and he 
Added o v er $K0,000,000 to it in the nex t 
12 y ears. 
His day began at 9 o ’clo ck 
amo ng the ho rses he lo v ed, and then u n­ 
til 2 that activ e brain and u nerring 
ju dgment were fo rmu lating plans co v 
ering the co ntinent. 
Ho left bu siness 
behind in the o ffire at 2, and neither 
pro fit no r lo ss co u ld tempt him to talk 
abo u t it u ntil the nex t mo rning. 
At .‘1 
he was spinning alo ng behind his tro t­ 
ters, seeking the ex citement o f a spu rt 
o f speed with a riv al team. The rhy th­ 
mic mo v ements o f these intelligent and 
highly trained tho ro u ghbreds as they 
seemed to tread o n ether and fly thro u gh 
the air gav e him ex qu isite pleasu re. As 
they passed and distanced ho rses famed 
fo r triu mphs o n many co u rses and 
bro u ght o n to beat him this strikingly 
handso me and apparently sto lid o ld man 
was keenly enjo y ing that v icto ry in 
co mpetitio n which had been the main­ 
spring o f his career. 
The lightninglike 
ev o lu tio ns o f his mind wo rking in har­ 
mo ny with and ex cited to actio n by 
bo th the speed and dangers o f the race 
bro u ght to perfectio n, befo re he dro p­ 
ped the reins u po n these panting part­ 
ners o f his tho u ghts, many a scheme 
which ro u ted his enemies o r rev o lu tio n 
ized Wall street. 


A ppea U Fo r Charity . 
He receiv ed daily a bu shel o f begging 
letters. The man who se inv entio n co u ld 
be bo u ght and millio ns made with a 
few tho u sands, the farmer who se mo rt­ 
gage was past du e, and who , if the 
mo rtgage were lifted, co u ld pay the 
principal to his rescu er, tho u gh he co u ld 
v o t meet the interest o n it to the mo rt­ 
gagee, the wo man who se hu sband was 
stray ing away , bu t who co u ld ho ld him 
to a happy ho me if she co u ld bu y the 
v ine clad co ttage aro u nd the co rner, the 
o ld man who se sands o f life had nearly 
ru n o u t, and the y o u ng o ne who needed 
o nly a little capital to beco me a cap­ 
italist, the chu rch o r co llege ho pelessly 
in debt, the girl who se fu tu re happiness 
wo u ld be wrecked u nless she co u ld hav e 
a tro u sseau fo r marriage and fu rnitu re 
fo r ho u sekeeping, ho nest men and wo ­ 
men, frau ds, fo o ls and cranks — all 
needy and u nable to breast the wav es o f 
adv ersity o r make their way in the 
wo rld—appealed to him. 
He nev er an- 


s\v tr*o iltem. 
“ a 1 sno u iu giv e them 
my who le fo rtu ne,” he said, “ o ne-half 
wo u ld go to till 'v es and the o ther half 
to peo ple who se 1- IIy and impro v idence 
wo u ld squ ander it in a week, leav ing 
them wo rse o ff than befo re. ” He po s­ 
sessed neither sy mpathy no r sentiment, 
bu t had fo rmu lated a theo ry o f ju stice 
and co mpensatio n su mmed u p in the 
phrase, “ Giv e a man a chance.” It 
might be a v ery hu mble and a v ery hard 
chance, bu t if the man wo u ld stick and 
dig and climb he was wo rth assisting. 
As pro o f o f the v alu e o f this principle 
in tru e philanthro py he wo u ld po int to 
the president o f o ne o f his railro ads who 
had started as a gateman at o ne o f his 
ferries. 
Cathedrals and grand chu rches did 
no t impress him. 
His mind alway s re­ 
v erted to the little Mo rav ian meeting 
ho u se where his mo ther wo rshiped. She 
was tho o ne ev er fresh and tender mem­ 
o ry , nev er to u ched by time no r lo st in 
his y ears o f bitter strife. 
Ev ery o ne I 
hav e ev er met who had made and su s­ 
tained a great su ccess ascribed it all to 
the impelling influ ence and restraining 
hand o f a sainted mo ther. He went o ne 
Su nday to the Chu rch o f the Strangers 
and saw a co ngregatio n made u p o f the 
clerks, salesmen, bo o kkeepers and po r­ 
ters in the big who lesale sto res o f the 
neighbo rho o d—“ fello ws who are help­ 
ing themselv es,” he said—and sent the 
pasto r, Dr. 
Deems, $50,000. 
Unlike 
mo st s» *lf made men. he placed the high­ 
est v alu e u po n a liberal edu catio n and 
emphatically lamented his o wn lack o f 
it. 
Hi* W ar Ft*co rd. 
While, an u nco mpro mising friend o f 
the Unio n du ring the civ il war, he was 
deeply interested in harmo nizing the 
sectio ns and dev elo ping the so u th when 
it was o v er. 
To Bisho p MeTy eire’s 
plain presentatio n o f the eno rmo u s bene­ 
fit o f it u niv ersity in the so u th ho gav e 
a ho spitable hearing. A so u nd edu catio n 
equ ips y o u ng men fo r bro ader wo rk and 
greater u sefu lness. Su ch an institu tio n 
o f learning was in the line o f his mo tto 
o f helping peo ple to take care o f them­ 
selv es, and he endo wed Vanderbilt u ni­ 
v ersity with $1,000,000. 
If the go o d 
bisho p and his a s s o c ia te s , fo reseeing the 
fu tu re, had demo nstrated the necessity 
fo r a larger su m, they wo u ld hav e re­ 
ceiv ed it. 
The peril to parties and go o d go v ern­ 
ment and the dangers threatening pro p­ 
erty and v ested rights are greatly au g­ 
mented by the neglect o f their du ties as 
citizens by men o f affairs and o f wealth. 
I hav e no sy mpathy fo r the men who 
av o id the cau cu s and stay away fro m 
the po lls and then co mplain o f po liti­ 
cians and tax es. In po litics, as in ev ery ­ 
thing else, the co mmo do re was intense­ 
ly practical and efficient. 
He rev ered 
Washingto n and believ ed in Henry Clay . 
Tin; Merrimac and the Mo nito r rev o ­ 
lu tio nized nav al architectu re.

We hav e taken the bo nds o f the go v ern­ 
ment and do ne ev ery thing in o u r po wer 
to aid in its defense. 
We represent in 
the men here present $200,000,000 and 
demand, as we think we hav e the right 
to , tlie fu llest pro tectio n against this 
peril.”

It is a co mmo n cu sto m in America 
fo r a lawy er to u i.dt riake a su it fo r the 
reco v ery o f damages o r a claim o f any 
kind with a co ntract that lie shall re­ 
ceiv e a certain percentage o f the amo u nt 
o f mo ney reco v ered. 
In England su ch 
an act wo u ld be co nsidered disrepu ta­ 
ble, and any barrister fo u nd gu ilty 
wo u ld be ex pelled fro m his inn. The 
fees are regu lated by the amo u nt o f 
time and labo r requ ired, and no t by the 
amo u nt o f mo ney inv o lv ed. A barrister 
may receiv e a fee o f $250 in a case in­ 
v o lv ing o nly $500, and he may receiv e 
a fee o f $25 in a case inv o lv ing $1,000,- 
000. 
All legal bu siness o riginates with so ­ 
licito rs. They bring to the barrister's 
o ffice a case all prepared after certain 
fo rms and written in manu script 
The 
British co u rts do no t permit ty pewrit­ 
ing. The so licito r requ ests the barrister 
to u ndertake the case, and the fee is 
marked plainly u po n the brief. 
If the 
barrister do es no t care to u ndertake the 
labo r fo r the amo u nt o f mo ney allo wed 
o r fo r any o ther reaso n, he adv ises tin 
so licito r to go elsewhere. If be accepts 
the respo nsibility , the so licito r leav es 
the amo u nt o f the fee in co in with the 
brief, so that the barrister has bis pay 
in adv ance. This is the almo st inv aria 
ble cu sto m. The o nly ex ceptio ns are in 
cases o f clo se friendship between the 
so licito rs and barristers and where there 
is a large amo u nt 
o f litigatio n in 
which bo th are inv o lv ed. Then it is 
cu sto mary lo r the barrister to make u p 
Ins bill at the end o f the mo nth o r the 
end o f the qu arter, bu t the fee in each 
case mu st nev ertheless be written u po n 
the brief and reco rded in the bo o ks o f 
the co u rt. 
It is cu sto mary , also , fo r the so licito r 
to leav e a fee fo r the barrister’s clerk 
at the same time, which mu st be a cer­ 
tain percentage o f that paid to the bar­ 
rister. 
When y o u dine at a ho tel o r a 
restau rant in England, it is cu sto mary 
to tip the waiter an amo u nt equ al to 5 
per cent o f y o u r bill fo r the same rea­ 
so n. 
The waiter receiv es no co mpensa­ 
tio n fro m his emplo y er, no r do es the 
barrister’s clerk. His pay co mes entire­ 
ly fro m the clients, and if his princi­ 
pal has no clients be gets no pay . 
On 
the o ther hand, if his principal has a 
v ery large au d pro fitable practice Ins 
fees are eno rmo u s. They say that the 
clerk o f ¿Sii Charles Ru ssell Jiv es in u 
handso me v illa do wn in the su bu rbs, is 
driv en to and fro m bis o ffice in a bro u gh­ 
am au d hires a bo x at the o pera fo r the 
seaso n.—Chicago Reco rd.

indu strial and bu siness wo rld men who 
hav e left their marks u po n ev ery state 
and city in the Unio n. 
Oppo rtu nities 
fo r large enterprises and v ast fo rtu nes 
were frequ ent in the mighty u pheav al 
o ccasio ned by the destru ctio n o f o ld 
metho ds and machinery and the redu - 


cisio u which will change the who le 
co u rse o f his life.
